Barkley Became a Statesman

For about an hour of its hour and 


1C Uninules, Sen. Albcn Barkley's ! 
address to the Democratic National , 
Convention was a typical keynote 
speech m the ancient quadrennial I 
tradition. But during the last 10 | 
minutes he stepped out of the key- - 
noler's character. 
He gave up j 


praising the Democratic Party's lli 
years in power. He ceased lam- 
basting the Republicans. Instead 
the venerable Kentuckian departed 
Irom partisan politics and ascend- 
ed to a level of statesmanship. 


He preached a short sermon on 


Ihrfr Jeffcrsonian text that all men 
are created equal and endowed with 
the rights,of life, liberty and the 
pursuit ot happiness. He quoted 
from 
the 
Bible and 
ended 
his 


speech with a brief prayer. Per- 
haps it was old-fashioned oratory 
but whatever'the style, ihe message 
was timely. 


It was addressed to the candi- 


dates and workers of both parties 
as well as to the volers, though 
the senator did not say so in so 
many words, ft was not only a iv- 
mjjidor of tne obligation to bend 
the best possible government to 
Washington next January. It was 
also a reminder of Ihe solemn and 
ever-present obligation to preserve 
the equality and rights which a>-c 
the foundations of this government, 
and to foster "th-3 world-wide ap- 
plication of this gre-at pronounce- 
ment" of (he. Declaration of Inde- 
pendence.. 


Senator Barkley's thoughts 
may 


not have been new. But we cannot 
think of a better place to restate 
them than in a convention which, 
l.'te all such gatherings, is immers- 
ed in the details of office-seeking 
behind a frantic blare of synthetic 
enthusiasm. 


Senator Barkley spoko wtih cour- 


age as well as high-rnindedncss. lie 
did not hesitate to remind sofe of 
him political colleagues from the 
South, and those of both parses 
who think like them on the "civil 
rights" issue, 
that the equalliy

Control of blister beetles is best 


accomplished by dusting the swarm 
with either DDT or cryolite. DDT 
is more spectacular, she explains, 
because beetles die very shortly^ 
after DDT is used. Dusting should1^- 
be done by circling the swarm and 
working toward the center. This will 
avoid scattering the beetles and 
making it necessary to dust a large 
area. 


Cryolite may be used undiluted. 


DDT dust should contain 5 to 10 
per cent DDT. Both insecticides 
are somewhat poisonous and should 
not be used on the edible parts of 
plants within two weeks of harvest.

Attack Insect Haunts 
Other insects have other habits 


but

attacked in their native ivuinls. 
The chemical substance, DDT, is a 
boon almost pasl belief in our war 
on insects. 
This chemical kills 
most insects and its effect lasts a 
long time after application.
